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REPORT  FOR  1895. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  relating  to  the  health  of  the 
District  daring  the  year  1895. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  4,800  acres. 

At  the  census  of  April,  1891,  the  population  was  found  to 
be  0,275.  To  the  middle  of  1895  the  estimated  population 
amounts  to  0,719. 

During  the  year  232  births  were  registered,  viz.:  117  males 
and  115  females. 

The  deaths  were  119,  viz.:  74  males  and  45  females. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  by  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  is  113. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  34-5  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  17-7  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  infantile  death  rate  (i.e.,  infants  under  1  year  of  age) 
was  5-2  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  following  table  shows  the  ages  at  which  the  deaths 
occured  throughout  the  District,  viz.: —

Of  these  Zymotic  deaths,  one  occured  in  a  child  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  seven  over  that  age.

Twelve  of  these  cases  of  Scarlatina  occured  at  Bramcote, 
and  on  receipt  of  the  first  notification  I  immediately  visited  the 
place.  The  case  occured  in  a  very  small  house  of  two  or  three 
rooms,  and  there  were,  besides  the  parents,  five  other  children, 
all  of  whom  subsequently  contracted  the  disease.  If,  on  my  first 
visit,  I  could  have  had  the  child  promptly  removed  to  an  isolation 
hospital,  the  great  probability  is  that  the  disease  would  have 
stopped  there,  and  it  would  not  have  been  communicated  to  the 
other  members  of  the  family,  and  also  to  other  children  in  houses 
in  the  village  The  schools  were  closed  in  consequenee  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  spread  of  the  disease.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
were  very  prevalent  during  the  severe  weather  in  the  early  months 
of  the  year,  seventeen  deaths  having  taken  place  at  Stapleford, 
twelve  of  which  were  infants  under  five  years  of  age. 

A  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  notified  at  Bessel  Lane,  Staple¬ 
ford,  which  I  visited.  This  is  the  locality  where  a  good  deal  of 
fever  existed  two  or  three  years  ago.  It  is  improved  since  then, 
as  the  drinking  water  is  now  chiefly  derived  from  the  water 
works,  but  I  have  recently  condemned  one  well  to  be  closed,  and 
the  scavenging  is  better.  This  man  had,  however,  been  engaged 
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in  cleaning  out  the  drain  shortly  before  being  taken  ill,  ami  com¬ 
plained  of  the  bad  smell.  The  case  ended  fatally.  There  is  a 
second  well  in  Stapleford,  the  water  of  which  is  so  impure  that 
1  condemned  it  to  be  closed  at  once.  It  is  a  remarkable  thing, 
that  where  good  water  from  a  Public  Waterworks  exists  in  a  place, 
many  people  should  be  so  tenacious  about  using  water  derived 
from  wells,  and  which,  as  a  rule,  is  liable  to  contamination. 

At  Toton,  a  death  took  place  from  Enteric  Fever.  This  oc- 
cured  at  a  farm  house  from  whence  milk  was  retailed  at  Beeston 
and  neighbourhood.  The  farmer,  at  my  suggestion,  sent  his 
cows  away  to  a  village  some  distance  away,  and  from  there  the 
milk  was  aent  away,  thus  preventing  the  risk  of  its  being  con¬ 
taminated  with  the  Typhoid  germs,  and  so  spreading  the  disease 
in  a  large  population  like  Beeston.  The  case  did  not  originate 
at  the  farm,  but  was  contracted  in  another  District  and  the 
patient  brought  home  to  be  nursed.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  no 
other  cases  resulted  from  it.

There  have  been  no 
large  sanitary  schemes  proposed  or  carried  out.  I  have  not  had 
any  cases  of  closure  of  dwelling-houses  to  deal  with,  nor  have 
any  cases  of  unsound  meat  or  unsound  food  of  any  description 
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been  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year,  nor  have  I  had  to 
investigate  any  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  trades.  My  routine 
work  has  been  followed  out  as  in  previous  years ;  visits  of  inspec¬ 
tion  made,  and  no  nuisance  remains  long  in  existence  when  once 
it  is  discovered.  Analyses  of  water  are  frequently  made  where 
it  is  suspected  to  be  inpure.

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Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report. 


Notices  for  the  removal  of  nuisances,  and  Water  Supply 
have  been  fairly  attended  to. 

The  Sewage  Scheme  at  Stapleford  has  been  the  anxious 
care  of  the  Parochial  Committee.  Sewerage  works  in  different 
places  have  been  visited,  and  every  available  information 
obtained,  pressure  having  been  put  upon  them  by  the  Derby¬ 
shire  and  Nottinghamshire  County  Councils  to  provide  a  scheme 
so  as  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river  Erewash. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  turn  over  the  Streets  in  Stapleford 
to  the  Local  Authority.  Sewage  tanks,  ditches,  and  culverts 
have  in  all  cases  where  found  necessary  been  cleaned  out  and 
repaired. 

The  erections  of  new  houses  and  buildings  have  been 
numerous  at  Chilwell  and  Stapleford.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the.  honour  ami  pleasure  of  submitting  to 
you  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  births  ami  deaths,  as 
well  as  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  generally. 

The  population,  estimated  to  the  end  of  last  June,  is 
16,882,  and  the  acreage  2554. 

The  Public  Institutions — 2  Workhouses  and  the  Asylum 
— have  2882  inmates,  so  that  the  population  outside  of 
these  is  14,000. 

The  births  numbered  480,  compared  with  445  for  1804, 
and  486  for  1893;  and  gives  a  rate  of  2843  per  1000  per 

annum. 

The  average  rate  for  10  years  was  2714.  In  Bristol,  and 
in  the  33  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales,  the  rate  was 
29  28  and  310  respectively. 

The  deaths  numbered  204,  compared  with  188  for  1894, 
and  175  for  1893,  and  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  14  57  per  1000. 
The  average  for  10  years  was  15  04.  The  Bristol  rat£  fox- 
1895  was  18  0,  and  20  6  in  the  large  towns. 

I  do  not  receive  the  death  returns  from  the  Workhouses 
or  Asylum  (except  those  of  Stapleton  people  who  die  in 
Barton  Regis  Workhouse),  and  the  death-rate  is  always 
calculated  fi'om  the  population  outside  these  institutions. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  12 — just  half  that  of  1894 — 
and  is  nearly  the  same  as  in  Bristol,  117,  but  less  than  half 
that  of  the  big  towns,  2  8. 

The  Uncertified  Deaths  numbered  5,  compared  with  3  fox- 
1894.  23  inquests  were  held,  compax-ed  with  9  for  the 

px-evious  year.  Accidents  or  violence  x-esulted  in  19  deaths ; 
there  wex-eonlv  8  in  1894.  There  was  oulv  1  death  returned

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for  the  Stapleton  District  from  Barton  Regis,  whereas  there 
were  11  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Infant  mortality  per  1000  births  was  125,  and  for 
1894,  139'3.  In  Bristol  and  the  larg<3  towns  it  was  141

There  were  131  cases  of  Infectious  disease  notified, 
compared  with  235  for  1894.  22  of  them  were  from  the 

Public  Institutions — Barton  Regis  Workhouse  18,  and  the 
City  Workhouse  4. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  till  the  end  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  when  3  cases  were  notified  from  Barton  Regis  Work- 
house.  The  first  case  was  taken  to  the  Bristol  Isolation 
Hospital  at  the  Novars;  and  as  the  Bristol  Authorities 
refused  to  admit  any  further  cases,  your  Council  was  asked 
to  receive  them  into  your  Hospital  at  Stapleton.  The  next 
two  cases  were  promptly  removed  to  Stapleton  as  soon  as 
notified,  and  there  is  little  doubt  but  this  action  prevented 
further  cases  within  the  Workhouse,  and  the  extension  of 
the  disease  outside  into  your  District.  The  origin  of  these 
cases  has  not  been  satisfactorily  traced  ;  but  the  patients 
were  all  tramps,  and  2  of  them  had  been  long  enough  in  the 
Workhouse  to  have  contracted  the  disease  there.  The 
other  patient  had  only  been  there  two  or  three  days,  and 
brought  the  disease  with  him,  probably  from  Gloucester, 


where  there  were  several  cases,  and  where  lie  had  been 
exactly  twelve  days  before  he  sickened,  and  that  is  about 
the  average  period  of  incubation. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  numbered  42,  11  of  which 
were  from  Barton  Regis  Workhouse,  and  1  from  the  City 
Workhouse.  Only  2  deaths  occurred.  This  disease  has 
continued  in  the  neighbourhood  since  1894,  but  it  has  also 
prevailed  in  St.  George  and  Bristol ;  and  until  proper 
arrangements  are  made  in  all  the  Districts  to  thoroughly 
isolate  the  cases,  we  cannot  hope  to  be  free  from  it. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  caused  7  deaths,  and 
56  cases  were  notified.  The  cases  were — in  Eastville,  32 ; 
Fishponds,  15;  Stapleton,  6 ;  and  Ashley  Hill,  3.  It  was 
at  Eastville,  where  the  disease  first  appeared,  that  our 
attention  was  particularly  directed  as  to  its  origin.  There 
was  no  particular  school  iufiuence,  no  common  milk  supply 
or  polluted  water,  nor  any  other  cause  generally  associated 
with  Diphtheria,  uidess  the  drains  were  at  fault.  In  25 
instances  the  house  drains  were  described  as  “  good  ;  ”  in  5 
“  fair ;  ”  in  23  as  “  bad ;  ”  and  in  5  as  “  very  bad.”  The  cause 
therefore  lay,  at  least  to  some  extent,  in  another  direction. 
Of  course,  the  efficiency  of  the  sewer  at  Eastville  was  never 
before  doubted,*  but  it  was  quite  evident  from  the  com¬ 
plaints  we  were  receiving  of  smells  from  the  man-holes  and 
imperfect  sump  holes,  that  there  was  something  radically 
wrong  in  the  sewer.  Your  Surveyor  thereupon  made  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  sewer  running  along  Stapleton 
Road,  and  he  found  it — a  sewer  2  ft.  6  in. — obstructed  to 
within  6  inches  of  the  crown  at  Argyle  Street  corner. 
Disinfectants  were  at  once  freely  poured  into  the  sewer,  and 
the  obstruction  removed  as  quickly  as  possible.  This 
having  been  effected,  Mr.  Saise  made  further  examination,

and  reports  as  follows : — “  The  silt  and  other  material 
having  been  removed,  an  opportunity  had  been  atfoi'ded  of 
thoroughly  investigating  the  cause  of  the  obstruction  at 
Eastville.  The  sewer  which  had  given  so  much  trouble 
was  a  branch  of  the  system  going  from  Stapleton  to  near 
the  Chapel  at  Eastville.  His  investigations  proved  that  the 
sewer  fell  in  the  opposite  direction  to  its  flow,  and  that  this 
serious  defect  reached  its  maximum  at  a  man-hole  near 
Argyle  Street  and  Napier  Road,  where  the  fall  in  the  wrong 
direction  amounted  to  no  less  than  1  foot  2T4  inches.” 

We  have  here,  then,  quite  sufficient  cause  for  all  the 
Diphtheria  we  have  had  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  I  hope 
that  the  work  of  reconstruction  about  to  be  commenced 
will  be  pushed  on  with  all  haste. 

At  the  Council  meeting  on  September  11th,  and  before 
the  condition  of  the  sewer  was  known  to  me,  I  suggested 
another  possible  cause  of  the  outbreak,  and  it  is  still  likely 
that  it  is  not  without  some  blame.  I  refer  to  the  removal 
of  the  Syphon  where  your  sewer  joins  the  St.  George’s 
sewer.  A  glance  at  the  accompanying  Chart  will  show 
that  since  October,  1894 — when  the  Syphon  was  removed — 
the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  been  greater.  It  may 
only  be  a  coincidence,  but  it  is  significant :  and  when  we 
remember  that  the  St.  George  sewer  is  nearly  two  miles 
long,  and  unventilated,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  sewer  gas 
escapes  into  your  District  through  the  man-hole  ventilators. 

The  influence  of  domestic  animals  in  the  causation  or 
spread  of  the  disease  was  not  lost  sight  of.  But  only  in  two 
instances  did  we  find  cats  ailing.  They  were  killed  before  we 
arrived  on  the  scene,  and  so  we  were  not  able  to  investigate 
the  matter  thoroughly,  With  these  exceptions  we  found 
nothing  the  matter.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  overcrowding  with  fowls,  ducks,  pigeons,  rabbits,  &c.,  in 
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the  are ‘is  at  the  backs  of  the  houses  at  Eastville.  It  was 
generally  found  that  the  number  of  such  was  in  the  inverse 
proportion  to  the  size  of  the  area,  and  where  such  backyards 
were  undrained  there  is  no  doubt  a  nuisance  existed,  and  to 
that  extent  rendered  the  inmates  of  the  houses  more  liable 
to  disease. 

Erysipelas  notifications  numbered  20,  compared  with  2‘1 
for  1894.  0  of  the  cases  were  in  public  institutions. 

In  one  or  two  instances  the  drains  were  found  to  be  at 
fault,  but  as  a  rule  there  were  no  drainage  defects  worth 
noting.  There  was  1  death. 

Fevers. — 9  fresh  cases  were  notified  ;  8  of  them  were 
Typhoid,  and  1  Puerperal.  The  drains  were  in  a  very  bad 
condition  in  four  instances,  but  no  defects  were  found  in 
the  remainder.  There  was  1  death. 

Measles  caused  4  deaths,  compared  with  8  for  1894;  but 
there  were  not  many  fresh  cases,  as  far  as  we  could  learn. 

Wltoopivg  Cough  caused  2  deaths,  and,  like  Measles,  was 
not  very  prevalent. 

Influenza  caused  3  deaths  early  in  the  year,  but  it  never 
assumed  an  epidemic  character. 

Dia'i'i'haia  and  Dysentery  caused  2  deaths,  as  in  the 
pi-evious  year. 

Phthisis  caused  1 7  deaths ;  Respiratory  diseases ,  29  ; 
and  Heart  disease,  29 ;  compai-ed  with  13,  38,  anu  9 
respectively  for  1894. 

Most  of  the  houses  where  infectious  cases  existed  were 
personally  visited,  and  probable  causes  of  the  illness 
discovered,  but  information  as  to  water  supply,  school 
attendance,  &c.,  &c.,  was  always  furnished  to  me,  and 
drainage  defects  were  noted  and  notices  served. 

There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  really  good  work  done 

n  v  o 

during  the  year, 
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The  most  important  is,  of  course,  the  Ashley  Down 
Drainage  Scheme,  which  will  effectually  carry  off  the 
sewage  from  a  large  number  of  houses,  and  will  enable  us 
to  do  away  with  a  number  of  large  cesspools  and  other 
nuisances  resulting  thei'efroin. 

House  to  house  inspection  has  been  advanced  by  visits 
to  257  houses.  A  larger  number  might  have  been  done, 
but  it  would  have  been  no  advantage,  as  it  was  found  thJfc 
notices  and  work  of  reconstruction,  &c.,  &c.,  could  not  keep 
pace  with  us.  The  number  of  notices  served  was  147,  and 
these  were  the  result  either  of  the  inspection  or  the  visits 
made  on  receiving  information  of  infectious  cases.  Of 
course,  in  some  instances  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve 
notices,  the  work  being  undertaken  on  the  defects  being 
pointed  out. 

246  drains  were  reconstructed,  and  in  addition  61 
cesspools  were  emptied,  disinfected,  and  filled  in,  of  course 
after  the  removal  of  the  contents,  and  the  premises  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewers. 

The  Company’s  water  was  laid  on  to  26  premises,  and  the 
wells  closed.  It  is  satisfactory  to  think  that  only  in  one 
instance  was  it  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  legal  proceed¬ 
ings,  and  in  that  case  the  well  was  closed  by  the  Magistrates’ 
order. 

The  keeping  of  animals  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance  required 
11  notices. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Bakehouses,  and  Slaughter-houses 
have  all  been  visited  during  the  year,  and  they  show  a 
decided  improvement  on  previous  years.
